Dickineon told members of the 
state crippled children commission

(hat ho did not plan to renew 
it immediately. 


Economy Main Objpcllvo 
"I have listened to you for two 
hours.” the governor declared at 
tho public hearing for which the 
members had asked, “and I have 
heard not one thing in the interest 
of the state of Michigan. 


“I haven’t heard or seen any­ 
thing from you here that would 
give mo any encouragement that 
you would turn toward economy, 
i liavo no hope from what you 
have aaid. 
We believe in taking 
(his work out of the technical and 
putting it under the practical." 


He addressed his rem arks orally 
to tho commission as a whole, 
Chairman Hugh B. Van De W alk­ 
er, of Ypsilanti; Dr. Harold N. 
Fenech, Detroit; Mrs. Eleanor« R.

Clancy already 
has resigned.

IDEA OF PEACE 


Fear of Aggression In 
Europe Must End, 
Says Halifax

London. 
Dec. 
5. 
(/P)—Great 
Britain 
today 
coiidoroned anew 
the Russian invasion of Finland 
but spurned any quick peace with 
Germany to meet “worse perils.” 


Foreign Secretary Lord Halifax 
told the house of lords that 
tho 
Russian attack had been “univer­ 
sally condemned as an inexcusable 
act of aggression” and declared it 
was an outgrowth of the Russian- 
German pact signed Aug. 23. 


Under this pact, he said, Adolf 
Hiller bartered the liberty of the 
Baltic peoples for a free baud in 
his attack on Poland. 


“In the face of these events we 
have an increasing awareness of 
the perils that threaten European 
society as a direct consequence.of 
German policy,” Halifax said. 


” I have heard It suggested.” he 
continued, “that an 
immediate 
peace on almost any terms would 
be desirable in order to save west­ 
ern civilization from worse perils. 
I think that vie»' is short-sight­ 
ed.” 


Halifax said that Britain would 
not consent to a peace until tijere 
was evidenco that 
the 
German 
government was willing to accept 
terms in line with Britain’s 
war 
aim of ending ”tbe fear of aggres­ 
sion In Europe.”

Kennedy said that, In the event 
the proposed Straits bridge were

ice to the beautiful Islands in the 
Stralti of Maeklnac.”

Construction com^lnr of Bay City 
was awarded a contract for grad­ 
ing and drainage o^ the ftate fer* 
f r Pl9r at Mtehifiaw City.

Mayor Burton asserted: "Sixty 
thousand men, women and chil­ 
dren are destitute in our midst 
and tragically in need of food, 
she'tter and clothing. 
Cleveland 
needs action to flt the facts.” 


A few hours earlier the state 
made public figures showing It 
bore 32 percent of the relief load 
from July 1 to November 1 and 
50 percent of the November load. 


The legislature l0«t« w4|Uer an» 
proprlated 910,u0u,000 tor relief 
this year, to be matched dollar for 
dollar 
by communities. 
Begin­ 
ning July 1 this money was allo­ 
cated 1750,000 a month for all 
but four winter months (Novem­ 
ber. Decemiier, January and Feb­ 
ruary) and 11,000,000 for each of 
those months. 
When total ex­ 
penditures for non-winter months 
topped $1,500,000, tho state still 
supplied 1750,000. 


While 
46,000 of Cleveland's 
needy continued on what Mayor 
Burton called a “two-thirds ra­ 
tion,” and around 12,000 on no 
city rations at all, 2,000 Toledo 
families continued “ without even 
food to get by,” 


Toledo authorities, and those of 
several other Ohio cities not so 
hard-pressed, have Joined Mayor 
Burton in urging Governor Brisk­ 
er to call the legislature to act on 
relief. 
The governor, citing To­ 
ledo voters’ refusal to approve a 
special levy to care for their own 
poor, said he doubted the legisla­ 
ture, 
under the circumstances, 
would be willing to loosen the 
st>itc’8 purse strings.

name ho said lie could not remem­ 
ber—and from a small number of 
politically-minded people in 
the 
house and senate. 


Early IVnco Is Hoped 


It was learned, meanwhile, that 
the administration was

ing a decision on the question of 
recalling the American ambaasa- 
dor to Russia, a course of action 
strongly proposed by several Re­ 
publican leaders, who have erltl 
cized the president for recognising 
Russia originally. In this connec­

Russo- 
Finnish hostilities may be ended 
soon.

account and leave

untouched 
until tho best method of making 
(he money available to the Fin­ 
nish people could bo worked out.

he indicated.

Fritz Kuhn Is Sentenced 
to Sing Sing; Aides 
Cited for ‘Perjury’

Kuhn was sontenced today to two 
and one half to 5 years In Sing 
Sing prison 
for 
stealing funds 
from his pro-Nazi German-Amori- 
can bund, and tho prosecution was 
directed to take 
action 
against 
two of his most faithful followers 
for what tho court declared was; 
their “patent perjury” In his de­ 
fense.” 


This plain Indication that tho 
state had not yet had done with 
the bund came Just 
after 
tho 
stout hundesfuehrer 
had 
stood 
atolldly before tho bench to hear 
the Judgment, 
his 
heavy 
Jaws 
working over a wad of chewing 
gum. and had muttered “nothing 
when he was gtv^n an opportunity 
to have his say. 


Kuhn’s conviction, 
on 
three 
counts of larceny and two of for­ 
gery, had left him open to a pos- 
siblo maximum 
penalty 
of 
30 
years, but James G. Wallace re­ 
marked that he never had thought

Yet there 
is hardly a doubt that convoys of 
shipping heavily loaded with food 
and other supplies vital to vigor­ 
ous allied prosecution of the war 
pass almost dally within striking 
distance of tho lurking places of 
either 
ship. 
Both 
continue 
to 
haunt only the outer fringes of 
the sea lanes; both strike only at 
isolated, single targets. 


That this common plan of op­ 
eration, which avoids risk of in­ 
volvement with British destroyers 
or fast light cruisers on convoy 
duty, has a definite place in Nazi 
strategy 
becomes 
increasingly 
clear every day. 
A 
glimpse at 
charts in the inner sanciutu of the 
Britlsr admiralty, from which the 
farflung forces of the British and 
French navies are directed, would 
probably give a much clearer pic­ 
ture of the indirect values for Ger­

While 
the 
Deutschland 
and 
Scheer continue to prowl tho out­ 
er flanks of Atlantic 
sea lanes, 
there can be no doubt that a big 
tonnage of the heaviest and fast­ 
est allied warcraft is assigned to 
hunt them. That necessity forces 
withdrawal of such allied vessels 
from< patrol duty at the “ bottle­ 
necks’* of the sea warfare off tho 
coasts of England 
and 
in 
the 
North Sea. 


It tends to disperse much allied 
naval strength widely 
over 
the 
whole Atlantic. 
That, 
in 
turn, 
helps to open the way for Nazi 
submarine and mining attacks on 
allied supply linea eloser home. 
And it Is primarily 
upon torpe­ 
does, mines and, 
perhaps, 
air 
bombs that Germany must rely to 
offset tho 
Franco-Brltish 
block­ 
ade. 


The presence of the Deutsch­ 
land in the north Atlantic, far up 
forward Arctic waters, convinced 
neutral observers that somewhere 
in that desolate region a German 
base exists. It may be on friendly 
Russian soil, on 
tho 
Murmansk 
coast: or it may be an icy hide­ 
away far in the 
north, 
already 
stocked with fuel oil and provi­ 
sions before the war broke. The 
.Scheer also may have some hidden 
base, deep in the Antarctic.

with him in Oslo Thursday. 


The 
prospect of any stronger 
stand by the three Kations in sup­ 
port of Russian-invftded 
Finland 
was dimmed, howevir, by a subse­ 
quent declaration b)^ Prime Min­ 
ister Thovald Stauaing of Den­ 
mark th at 
his 
country 
would 
msintain neutrality. 


Sweden, 
showing 
increasing 
alarm at the Soviet incursion into 
Finland, mined her territorial wa­ 
ters 
near 
the 
flnnlsh • owned 
Asland islands In the Baltic and 
took other precaut»n«ry eteps to 


strengthen her defenses. 


The Swedish mineUiying move 
followed the Finns' announcement 
of refortification of tho 
Aaland 
Islanda. 
The mines and Finnish 
fortifications thus dosed effective­ 
ly the Bothnian Gulf against the 
Red fleet unless Russia could cap­ 
ture the strategic islands 
which 
command navigable channels be­ 
tween the two northern countries. 


Negotiations also were sped in 
Stockholm for formation of a new 
governlnent to present a 
united 
front In Sweden’s efftu-ts to 
pre­ 
serve neutrality. 


For the first time Sweden ac­ 
knowledged 
“partía! 
mobiliza­ 
tion” in ordering 
about 
40,000 
men. including artillerymen, 
en- 
gineere and commissary 
detach* 
wenta into “ wartime service.” The 
order brought Swedisli forces un­

Secretary of State Sees 
Prospect for Furtlier 
Economy Moves 


Traverse City, Mich., Dec. 5 (/P) 
—A saving of eleven and one-half 
per cent was effected in tho secre­ 
tary of state’s office during tho 
lirst eight months of tho current 
year despite an increaso of four­ 
teen per cent in business trans­ 
acted by tho office. Secretary of 
State Harry P. Kelly said here in 
an addrens Tuesday night. 


This saving was efferted purely 
by payroll reductionn, Ivelly stated, 
and further economies 
arc 
in 
sight. 
A part of the added reve­ 
nue camo from Iho new sales tax 
law governing automobiles and 
some hom inproved bu.slnoss con­ 
ditions. 


Two objectives liave been laid 
out for hl.H department next year, 
Ivelly Ktated. 
The first will bo to 
Kijnplify the coniplleated account­ 
ing system ho inherited with his 
department and tho second will be 
to make information on owners of 
license plates immediately avail­ 
able to law enforcement agencies. 


Kelly stated that nothing new 
ha.s developed in the Michigan- 
Wisconsln truck argument.

said that Michigan never has nor 
never will apply retaliatory meas­ 
ures to Wisconsin trucks but will 
simply use the yardstick tlrst ap­ 
plied by Wisconsin authorities in 
collecting license fees.

BRITAIN SPURNS 
IDEA OF PEACE 


Fear of Aggression In 
Europe Must End, 
Says Halifax

but spurned any quick peace with 
Germany to meet “ worse perils." 
Foreign Secretary Lord Halifax

Russian attack had been "univer­ 
sally condemned as an inexcusable 
act of aggression" and declared it 
was an outgrowth of the Russian- 
Germau pact signed Aug. 23. 
Under this pact, he said, Adolf 
Hitler bartered the liberty of the 
Baltic peoples for a free hand in 
his attack on Poland. 
“ In the face of these events we 
have an increasing awareness of 
the perils that threaten European 
society as a direct consequence of 
German policy," Halifax said. 
"I have heard it suggested," he 
continued, 
"th a t 
an 
immediate 
peace on almost any terms would 
be desirable in order to save west­ 
ern civilization from worse perils. 
I think that view is 
short-sight­ 
ed." 
Halifax said that Britain would 
not consent to a peace until there 
was evidence that 
the 
German 
government was willing to accept 
terms in line with Britain’s

aim of ending "the fear of aggres­ 
sion in Europe.”

Yet there 
is hardly a doubt that convoys of 
shipping heavily loaded with food 
and other supplies vital to vigor­ 
ous allied prosecution of the war 
pass almost daily within striking 
distance of the lurking places of

ship.

haunt only the outer fringes of 
the sea lanes; both strike only at 
isolated, single targets. 
That this common plan of op­

Secret Base Indicated 
While

est allied warcraft is assigned to 
hunt them. That necessity forces 
withdrawal of such allied vessels 
from' patrol duty at the "bottle­ 
necks" of the sea warfare off the 
coasts of England 
and 
in 
the 
North Sea. 
It tends to disperse much allied 
naval strength widely 
over 
the 
whole Atlantic. 
That, 
in 
turn, 
helps to open the way for Nazi 
submarine and mining attacks on 
allied supply lines closer home. 
And It is primarily 
upon 
torpe­ 
does, mines and, 
perhaps, 
air 
bombs that Germany must rely to 
offset the 
Franco-British 
block­ 
ade. 
The presence of the Deutsch­ 
land in the north Atlantic, far up 
forward Arctic waters, convinced 
neutral observers that somewhere 
in that desolate region a German 
base exists. It may be on friendly 
Russian soil, on 
the 
Murmansk 
coast; or it may be an icy hide­ 
away far in the 
north, 
already 
stocked with fuel oil and provi­ 
sions before the w'ar broke. 
The 
Scheer also may have some hidden 
base, deep in the Antarctic.

Sweden, 
showing 
increasing 
alarm at the Soviet incursion into

Aslant! Islands in the Baltic and 
took other precautonary steps to 


strengthen her defenses. 
The Swedish minelaying move 
followed the Finns’ announcement 
of refortification of tile 
Aaland 
Islands. 
The mines and Finnish 
fortifications thus closed effective­ 
ly the Bothnian Gulf against the 
Red fleet unless Russia could cap­ 
ture the strategic islands 
which 
command navigable channels be­ 
tween the two northern countries. 
Negotiations also were sped in 
Stockholm for formation of a new

ITALIAN WARPLANES 
USED TO FIGHT 
INVADERS

Helsinki, Dec. 5 (ZP)— Fighting 
back stubbornly with deadly auto­ 
matic rifle fire from trenches and 
pillboxes on her frozen and lake- 
dotted 
frontiers, 
Finland 
gave 
ground slightly-before a gather­ 
ing Soviet attack today but re­ 
ported the capture of many pris-> 
oners and the destruction of eight 
tanks in one sector. 
Finnish aviation also took the 
offensive, despite bad weather, a

communique an­ 
nounced,

Finnish fliers at­ 
tacked Russian troop concentra­

flights. 
Incendiary Bombe Used 
The communique did not men­ 
tion a Norwegian report that Fin­ 
nish fliers had destroyed 60 Rus­ 
sian planes with incendiary bombs 
at Murmansk, Soviet port of the 
Arctic ocean about 60 miles from 
the Finnish border. 
Another 
unconfirmed 
report 
said Finnish planes 
had 
raided 
Paldiski, Estonian port 45 miles 
across the Gulf of Finland. Russia 
has leased a base at Paldski and 
from there Soviet planes were al­ 
leged to have set out to attack 
Helsinki. 
The communique said 64 Rus­ 
sian tanks had been destroyed in 
six days fighting, and that enemy 
losses amounted to 2,000 men. 
Village Captured

Allen Moyer, commis­ 
sioner described a three-fold at­ 
tack on the disease under direc­ 
tion of his staff. 


The program calls for intensi­ 
fied efforts to learn more about 
the tiny virus that causes infan­ 
tile paralysis. 
It is so tiny it slips 
through the finest porcelain filter, 
and it cannot bn seen under the 
strongest ntlcroscope. 


A second poli\t In«, the program 
Involves a quest for a drug that 
will make It possible to control 
the disease, while the third in­ 
volves experiments with animals. 
The virus Is known to grow only 
in live tissues. 


Opening of the new laboratory. 
Dr. Moyer said, places Michigan 
in the forefront of states com­ 
batting the disease. 
It is financed 
jointly by state funds and grant.s 
from the National Association for 
Infantile Paralysis Research. 


Tho attack was latinched after 
an outbreak of infantile paralysis 
last summer that was described as 
one of MichiRan’s worst. 
More 
than 900 cases were reported. 


Dr. S. D. KraJiier was engaged 
lo liirect the lahoi'ntory experi- 
ntents. Rrown cotton rats, trapped 
In southern states, are bing used 
In experimental work.

Commercial Aviation 
Making Rapid Growth 


HY FRKDKRIC 3, HASKIN 
Washington, D ., C. — Commer- 
Gial aviation is said to be tbe fast> 
est growing industry in the United 
States. W ith seventeen scheduled 
routes, using some 300 planes and 
employing a personnel of approxi­ 
mately 10,000, this new industry 
Is advancing so rapidly that sta­ 
tistics of It one day are not ac­ 
curate the next. 


But while statistics of the in­ 
dustry change so rapidly as to 
make them inaccurate except for 
the moment, they indicate some­ 
thing of the magnitude of what is 
being accomplished. For example 
planes now in operation fly ap­ 
proximately 250,000 miles each 
day and have carried about 1,- 
250,000 
passengers within the 
last nine months. 
The two-mil- 
lion mark is expected to be passed 
by the close of the year. The an­ 
nual income from all services ren­ 
dered by planes is now nearing 
150,000,000, and at a profit to 
operators. 
And 
regardless 
of 
what communistic countries think 
of the profit system, it is the dy­ 
namo behind business Initiative in 
the United States, and is destined 
to keep tW avenues of ^ ly tif an' 
a solid footing. 


Aerial transportation Is an es­ 
sential and widely-accepted part 
of the Nation’s daily life. In ap­ 
proximately ten years It has revo­ 
lutionized the public’s concept of 
distance in relation to travel. 
Aviation has made tho country’s 
eastern and western coasts—sep­ 
arated by nearly 3000 land miles 


half-ton clipper ships which are 
in regular operation across both 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
are the largest airplanes in the 
world, but in terms ot immediate 
transport future, they are the last 
of the so-called little airplanes. 
Already completed on aeronauti­ 
cal 
drafting 
boards are trans­ 
oceanic airlines more than twice 
as large— airplanes that will be 
capab!c of carrying 100 or more 
passengers continent-to-continent 
nonstop, with speeds of four or 
more miles per minute. 


Other opportunities lie in the 
field of aircraft operations. 
For 
example there is now being pre­ 
pared 
a special 
aircraft 
with 
which to pioneer routes in the 
substratosphere— an area promis­ 
ing ideal conditions for airline 
operation, but one which the Uni­ 
ted States has not tapped. 
Per­ 
fection of such equipment gives 
promise of 
revolutionary 
possi­ 
bilities for long-range flying.

Washington, D. C. — Commer­ 
cial aviation is said to be the fast­ 
e s t growing industry in the United 
States. 
With seventeen scheduled 
routes, using some 300 planes and 
employing a personnel of approxi­ 
mately 10,000, this new industry 
is advancing so rapidly that sta­ 
tistics of It one day are not ac­ 
curate the next. 
But while statistics of the in­ 
dustry change so rapidly as to 
make them inaccurate except for 
the moment, they indicate some­ 
thing of the magnitude of what is 
being accomplished.

Soviet Russia again Is revealed as hav­ 
ing been insincere In her

with 
other nations when she served notice this 
week that she would ignore the proceed­ 
ings of the l«eague of 
Nations 
council, 
railed to consider the invasion of Finland. 
It was Soviet Russia, who was most voci­ 
ferous in previous meetings of tho League 
council, in condemning the 
imperallstlc 
actions of other nations. Now when Inter­ 
national morality Is at a now low and na­ 
tions are either enmeshed or imperiled by 
war, she is grasping the 
opportunity 
to 
add tiny Finland to her Tast territory. 


There is one redeeming feature of Rus­ 
sia's latest aggression, even though it Is 
at the expense of the brave 
nn«l 
honest 
Finnish people. That has been the embar- 
rassment of a small minority of the Fin­ 
nish people in the l^ike Superior region, 
who have been engaged In spreading Com- 
ïnunlst 
doctrine 
and 
fomenting 
labor 
troubles. Fortunately, the larger portion of 
the Finnish people have not been taken in 
by the radiral agitators, who have 
been 
plain nuisances in various 
communities. 
What is happening in Finland

A NOTHER link In shoro >vator.s around

the Upper Peninsula of Michigan 
is 
about to bo forged if 
W altonlans 
have 
their way, in tho extenHion of a pike along 
the banks of St. Mary’s river, 
south 
of 
Sault Ste. Marie. 


Members of tbe Izaitk Walton League in 
that city will hold a booster moeting there 
today, on behalf of a causeway across tho 
mouth of Munuscong Bay. 
The project 
calls 
for a limestone dike from Kemp’s 
Point to Birch Point, in Pickford town­ 
ship, Chippewa county, that will shorten 
the distance between Sault Ste. Marie and 
DeTour by several miles, impound the de­ 
clining waters in Muniscong B*y, servo as 
a roadway on a highly scenic pike, and Im­ 
prove tho fishing and duck hunting in 
a 
region formerly throughout the northwest 
for ducks and muskellunge. 


Killing so many birds with one 
stone 
makes the proposition a natural from the 
conservation point of view. It Is hoped to 
enlist the Interest of the U. S. Biological 
Survey In the plan, and certainly It should 
feel like taking a worthy part In 
some­ 
thing of such universal benefit. Fortun­ 
ately the stone is right at hand for 
the 
proposed dike, 
having 
been 
excavated 
years ago when a new channel was cut in 
St. Mary’s river, and it Is now lying In Im­ 
mense piles on the river bank. 


The W altonlans of Sault Ste. Marie have 
been going places under the leadership of 
John G. Zabelka, city editor of tho Eve­ 
ning News. Not long ago they 
were 
In­ 
strum ental in getting a stout foot bridge 
across a tailrace to the rapids of St. Mary’s 
river. The latter constitute one of the out­ 
standing sights of the north country, and 
up to tbe time the League made them ac­ 
cessible they were about as far away as 
the moon. 


In the case of the St. Mary’s river pike, 
the rest of the peninsula has been wonder­ 
ing why on earth it wasn't built long ago. 
Probably It has been waiting for an enter­ 
prising editor to come along and put the 
breath of life Into something that needs 
to be done and will be done, with tho help 
of brother W altonlans and 
others 
who 
have the vision of what such a road will 
mean, not only to Chippewa county but to 
the State of Michigan.

Actors and 
actrcHSes between 
performances, 
boxers 
and wrestlers between fights might have 
decided they too were entitled to small 
weekly checks. 


I’or that matter, a lot of cougressmen 
are practically unemployed, usually for six 
months of the year when Congress is not 
in session. Technically, some of these peo­ 
ple are not entitled to jobless insurance 
under any circumstances; but you can’t 
have discrimination in a country like th t 
United States.

A congresHlonal committee soon 
is

lated problents. Congressmen 
apparently 
want lo learn what the iummIs are, 
what 
congress ouKht lo do in its ni*\t session. 


It would seem that the tnajor conserva- 
ledtion probb'tns have been 
pretty 
well 
tackled by congress. Federal forests have 
been atilhorized, purchast>s approveil, 
in 
the midwestern states. 


The problems of fish and >;ame, 
and 
njost of the problems of general 
recrea­ 
tion and even of forest fire control. hinj:e 
on such forest acquit>itions by government. 


Forests first must lie established. 
An 
adequate force of foresters must bo as­ 
signed to develop and protect them. That 
done, game and fish will follow, 
recrea­ 
tion will be available, and 
fire 
control 
will not permit the destruction 
of 
their 
work if they can help It. 


What's more, forest restoration obvious­ 
ly is a function of government rather than 
of private initiative. Not that the latter 
cannot and should not both restore and 
preserve forests. 


The Nekoosa-Edw’ards Co., for instance, 
has done a magnificent job in that direc­ 
tion. A few other Wisconsin 
lumbermen 
have decided so to handle their forests as 
to insure pernmnency. 


But private interests are not able to 
lake over large areas of closely cut and 
badly burned over land and restore it to 
tree growth. Government must do much of 
that and is doing it. 


,So we have both federal and state agen­ 
cies at work in Wisconsin and the need at 
the moment is to support 
and 
finance 
these. 


Wlsconsin’i federal forests may require 
more public money— governmental under- 
Ukings usually do. Perhaps they 
should 
be more closely “ blocked up” by purchase 
of addtional land, within present acQUlil- 
tion areas. 


Conceivably those foregta also need per­ 
manent forest communities— villages, cre­ 
ated by governmeut, to give domicile 
to 
permanent foreit workers who yet would 
hnd time to do some subsistence garden*

Saarlouis, whose streets have frequent­ 
ly echoed the boom of belligerent guns In 
the Saar District, is one ot Europe's bor­ 
der towns which has been passed back and 
forth through tho centuries between war­ 
ring powers, according to a bulletin from 
the National Geographic Society. 


Sincc tho 1035 plebiscite which return* 
ed the Saar to Germany, 
Saarlouis 
has 
been known also by tho German name of 
Saarlautern, says the bulletin. In tho pres­ 
ent war, French forces for a time occupied 
portions of the ,Saar, close to Saarlouis. 
l^ te r they volunlarlly abandoned most of 
their gains, except for certain strategic 
forests and hills which 
guard 
the 
ap­ 
proaches to the French city of Forbach, 
about 12 mites southeast of Saarlouis. 
It 
is around this area that recent engage­ 
ments have been reported.

Soon after the French King Louis XIV 
founded the city In 1680, Saarlouis becamo 
an Important fortress town through 
tho 
works there of the French military engi­ 
neers. 


Because of its French origin and con­ 
nections, it remained In the possession of 
France when the rest of the Saar region 
was turned over to the Germans In 1695. 
It was not until after the defeat of Napo­ 
leon that this whole district, 
including 
Saarlouis, was taken over by the Allies, to 
be transferred in 1815 
to 
the 
German 
states of Prussia nnd Bavaria. 


During the World War, German Infan­ 
try, artillery, and cavalry stationed there 
made the city an important military post. 
On December 1, 1919, when Allied troops 
entered Germany. Saarlouis was occupied 
briefly by French forces. 


Subsequently, under the terms of 
the 
Versailles Treaty, Saarlouis, along 
with 
the rest of the Saar, was for 15 years gov­ 
erned by a League of Nations Commission. 
The plebiscite of 1935, offering a choice 
of continuance of the League status. Join­ 
ing France, or reunion with Germany, re­ 
sulted In an overwhelming 
majority 
in 
favor of incorporation within the Reich.

Saarlouis, for more than two centuries 
after its birth, msde 
Its 
living 
largely 
through 
tho activities of 
the 
garrisons 
(French and German) stationed 
in 
its 
barracks. 


Today this city, with a 
population 
of 
some ,'t2,000, is an active Industrial cen­ 
ter. With convenient coal mines for fuel. 
Its factories turn out such varied products 
as machinery, arms, wire, leather, cigar­ 
ettes and beer. 


Still apparent In its 
architeciure 
and 
general appearance is the original French 
influence. 
Although tbe old 
walls 
and 
moat have given way lo modern buildings 
and wide streets, some of the ancient for­ 
tifications remain. 
Marshal Ney, one 
of 
Napoleon’s devoted followers, 
was 
born 
there in 17 ♦59. 


On the other hand, years 
of 
German 
rule have resulted in 
the predominantly 
Teutonic character 
of 
the 
inhabitants. 
Civil, court and school officials arc Ger­ 
man. 


Even before Its last return to Germany, 
the entire Saar District reported that lesa 
than one person to each 200 inhabltanta 
spoke French as his native language. 
In 
Saarlouis, the French longue is character­ 
istic of only a few Frenchmen, although a 
local dialect preserve» certain 
combina­ 
tions of FriMich and German words. Such 
is Parplischirm, meaning umbrella, a blind' 
of the French parapluiu and the GerMan 
Uegenschirm.

The Washington 
Merry^Go'Round

Washington— Best diplomatic informa* 
tIon from Moscow indicates that the sud­ 
den attack on 
l*;inland 
was 
motivated 
primarily by the situation in the Balkans 
—esptcially Roumania. 


Secrctly Roumania is a more Important 
Russian objective than Finland. And while 
Finland is a long way off, and ostensibly 
there Is little connection between 
them, 
actually the manner in which Finland has 
stalled off Moscow was causing loss 
of 
prestige in the Balkans. In other words, 
Roumania was wondering whether Russia 
really meant business, and whether sho in 
turn, couldn't out-maneuver Stalin Just as 
Finland seemed to be doing. 


This loss of prestige was what finally 
induced Stalin to act. according to Intelli­ 
gence reports coming out ot Moscow. Ap­ 
parently, ho figured that It was better to 
make such a vigorous e.vample of Finland 
that Roumania and other Balkan 
objec­ 
tives would yield without war. 


One group In th t Soviet 
inner 
circle 
wanted to wait until Communist agitation 
Inside Finland was so 
active 
that 
the 
country could he shaken Into the Russian 
lap like a ripe plum, without a struggle. 
This policy was btlng pursued. But Stalin 
got Impatient and decided that the Balkan 
program would have to be speeded up.

Earnest, economy-minded Henry

Treasury Department use his Coast Guard 
radio in sending government 
telegrams. 
However, Henry's cconomy on 
a

13.24 telegram will cost tho Government 
just about $2,000,000. 


All this happened when Roosevelt 
re­ 
moved the quotas on sugar, thereby 
in- 
creaaing the tariff from ninety cents 
to 
11.50. The announcement was 
carefully 
timed for late in the afternoon, when 
all 
customs offices would be closed, so no one 
could rush sugar through some uninform­ 
ed customs house a t tho old 90 cent tnr- 
Iff. 


By next morning, the Treasury figured, 
all sugar importers and all customs house:« 
would know of the tariff increase, and ii 
would be applied uniformly. However, Sec­ 
retary Morgenthau's economy upset 
this 
plan. For the telegram from Washington 
to New York, sent by Coast Guard radio 
on the afternoon of Sept. 11 did not reach 
the Customs House in New 
York 
until 
arpund noon Sept. 12. 


The Coast Guard 
now 
blames 
naval 
radio for the delay. The Navy handles ail 
Coast Gusrd messages, and apparently the 
Navy didn't think the message urgent, so 
put a lot of routine naval messages ahead 
of it. Anyway, the telegram took about Iti 
hours getting to New York. 


Meanwhile the Collector of CusU>nis In 
New York, having read about the 
tariff 
Increase in the papers, frantically awaited 
the telegram. 


Finally, at about 10:30, he telephoned 
Washington and had the telegram read to 
him. However, regulations make customs 
offices await the receipt of telegraphic or­ 
ders before raising the tariff, so although 
the telegram was read over the phone at 
10:30, it was not actually received in New 
York until 12:54 noon Sept. 12. So it was 
at exactly 12:54 that the tariff was 
in­ 
creased from 90 cents to $1.50. 


Meanwhile sugar dealers were dumpinr- 
sugar In New York at the old tariff rate oi 
90 cents. And they dumped so much be­ 
fore 12:54 noon th at the Government lost 
around 12.000,000.

B I N T E R sports enthusiasts will heartily

Several 
fine skiing hills are Included in the area, 
which was donated to the city for recre­ 
ational purposes. The city of Escanaba al­ 
ready has started work of brushing

Members of the Escanaba 
Ski club predict that when the 
improve­ 
ment program is completed this commun­ 
ity will have a winter sports park that will 
compare favorably with those

Another 
transportation

sion. It is the matter of providing a road 
to the mouth of the Ford river to 
facili­ 
tate the hauling of smelt from the stream 
during the spring spawning runs. Word 
has been received that mink and fox farm 
owners of the Middle West have organized 
a pool for the purchase of about five mil­ 
lion pounds of the silvery fish to be used 
as food for the fur bearing animala. 
Un­ 
less a road is built to make possible the 
trucking of loads of fish from the river it 
is feared the business may go 
to 
other 
smelt producing areas. The nub 
of 
the 
problem is that a public right of way must 
be obtained first before WPA funds can 
be used for road building purposes.

Around the Peninsula 
A NOTHER link in shore waters around 
* * the Upper Peninsula of Michigan 
is 
about to be forged if 
Waltonlans 
have 
their way, in tho extension of a pike along 
the hanks of St., Mary’s river, 
south 
of 
Sault Ste. Marie. 
Members of the Izaak Walton League in 
that city will hold a booster meeting there 
today, on behalf of a causeway across the 
mouth of Mnnuseong Bay. 
The project 
calls 
for a limestone dike from Kemp’s 
Point to Birch Point, in Plckford town­ 
ship, Chippewa county, that will shorten 
the distance between Sault Ste. Marie and 
DeTour by several railes, impound the de­ 
clining waters in Muniscong Bay. servo as 
a roadway on a highly scenic pike, and im­ 
prove the fishing and duck hunting In 
a 
region formerly throughout the northwest 
for ducks and muskellunge. 
Killing so many birds with one 
stone 
makes the proposition a natural from the 
conservation point of view. It Is hoped to 
enlist the Interest of the U. S. Biological 
Survey in the plan, and certainly It should 
feel like taking a worthy part in 
some­ 
thing of such universal benefit. Fortun 
ately the stone is right at hand for 
the 
proposed dike, 
having 
been 
excavated 
years ago when a new' channel was cut in 
St. Mary’s river, and it is now lying in im­ 
mense piles on the river bank. 
The Waltonlans of Sault Ste. Marie have 
been going places under the leadership of 
John G. Zabelka, city editor of the Eve­ 
ning News. Not long ago they 
were 
in­ 
strumental in getting a stout foot bridge 
across a tailrace to the rapids of St. Mary's 
river. The latter constitute one of the out­ 
standing sights of the north country, and 
up to the time the League made them ac­ 
cessible they were about as far away as 
the moon. 
In the case of the St. Mary’s river pike, 
the rest of the peninsula has been wonder­ 
ing why on earth it wasn’t built long ago. 
Probably it has been waiting for an enter­ 
prising editor to come along and put the 
breath of life into something that needs 
to be done and will be done, with the help 
of brother Waltonlans and 
others 
who 
have the vision of what such a road will 
mean, not only to Chippewa county but to 
the State of Michigan.

FOREST NEEDS 
(M ilwaukee Journal) 
A congressional committee soon 
in 
to 
meet at Madison to discuss forest and re­ 
lated problems. Congressmen 
apparently 
want to learn what the needs are, 
what 
congress ought to do in its next session. 
ll would seem that th e major conserva- 
ledtion problems have been 
pretty 
well 
tackled by congress. Federal forests have 
been authorized, purchases approved, 
in 
the midwestern s ta te s . 
The problems of fish and game, 
and 
most of the problems of general 
recrea­ 
tion aud even of forest fire control, hinge 
on such forest acquisitions by government. 
Forests first must be established. 
An 
adequate force of foresters must be as­ 
signed to develop and protect them. That 
done, game and fish will follow*, 
recrea­ 
tion will be available, and 
fire 
control 
will not permit the destruction 
of 
their 
work if they can help it. 
What s more, forest restoration obvious­ 
ly is a function of government rather than 
of private initiative. Not that the latter 
cannot and should not both restore and 
preserve forests. 
The Nekoosm-Edwards Co., for instance, 
has done a magnificent job in that direc­ 
tion. A few other Wisconsin 
lumbermen 
have decided so to handle their forests as 
to insure permanency. 
But private interests are not able to 
take over large areas of closely cut and 
badly burned over land and restore it to 
tree growth. Government must do much of 
that and is doing it. 
So we have both federal and state agen­ 
cies at work in Wisconsin and the need at 
the moment is to support 
and 
finance 
these. 
Wisconsin’s federal forests may require 
more public money— governmental under­ 
takings usually do. Perhaps they 
should 
be more closely "blocked up” by purchase 
of addtional land, within present acquisi­ 
tion areas. 
Conceivably those forests also need per­ 
manent forest communities— villages, cre­ 
ated by government, to give domicile 
to 
permanent forest workers who yet would 
find time to do some subsistence garden- 


Saarlouis, whose streets have frequent­ 
ly echoed the boom of belligerent guns in 
the Saar District, is one of Europe's bor­ 
der towns which has been passed back and 
forth through tho centuries between war­ 
ring powers, according to a bulletin from 
the National Geographic Society.

been known also by the German name 
of 
Saarlautern, says the bulletin. In the pres­ 
ent war, French forces for a time occupied 
portions of tho Saar, close to Saarlouis. 
irater they voluntarily abandoned most of 
their gains, except for certain atrateglc 
forests and hills which 
guard 
the 
ap­ 
proaches to the French city of F’orbach, 
about 12 railes southeast of Saarlouis. 
It 
is around this area that recent engage­ 
ments have been reported. 
— FRENCH FOUNDED CIT*— 
Soon after the French King Louis XIV 
founded the city in 1680, Saarlouis became 
an important fortress town through 
the 
works there of the French military engi­ 
neers. 
Because of its French origin and con­ 
nections, it remained in the possession of 
France when the rest of the Saar region 
was turned over to the Germans in 1695. 
It was not until after the defeat of Napo­ 
leon that this whole district, 
including 
Saarlouis, was taken over by the Allies, to 
be transferred in 1815 
to 
the 
German 
states of Prussia and Bavaria. 
During the World War, German infan­ 
try, artillery, and cavalry stationed there 
made the city an important military post. 
On December I, 1919, when Allied troops 
entered Germany, Saarlouis was occupied 
briefly by French forces. 
Subsequently, under the terms of 
the 
Versailles Treaty, Saarlouis, along 
with 
the rest of the Saar, was for 15 years gov­ 
erned by a League of Nations Commission. 
The plebiscite of 19 35, offering a choice 
of continuance of the League status, join­ 
ing France, or reunion with Germany, re­ 
sulted In an overwhelming 
majority 
in 
favor of incorporation within the Reich. 
--GARRISON TOWN— 
Saarlouis, for more than 
two centuries 
after its birth, made 
its 
living 
largely 
through 
the activities of 
the 
garrisons 
(French and German) stationed 
in 
its 
barracks. 
Today this city, with a 
population 
of 
some 32.000, is an active Industrial cen­ 
ter. With convenient coal mines for fuel, 
its factories turn out such varied products 
as machinery, arms, wire, leather, cigar­ 
ettes and beer. 
Still apparent in its 
architecture 
and 
general appearance is the original French 
influence. 
Although the old 
walls 
and 
moat have given way to modern buildings 
and wide streets, some of the ancient for­ 
tifications remain. 
Marshal Ney, one 
of 
Napoleon’s devoted followers, 
was 
born 
there in 1769. 
On the other hand, years 
of 
German 
rule have resulted in 
the predominantly 
Teutonic character 
of 
the 
Inhabitants. 
Civil, court and school officials arc Ger­ 
man. 
Even before its last return to Germany, 
the entire Saar District reported that lese 
than one person to each 200 inhabitants 
spoke French as bis native language. 
In 
Saarlouis, the French tongue Is character­ 
istic of only a few Frenchmen, although a 
local dialect preserves certain 
combina­ 
tions of French and German words. Such 
is Parplischirm, meaning umbrella, a blend 
of the F'rench parapluie and the German 
Regenschlrm.

Washington— Best diplomatic 
informa­ 
tion from Moscow indicates that the sud­ 
den attack on 
Fenland 
was 
motivated 
primarily by the situation in the Balkans 
—-especially Roumania. 
Secretly Roumania is a more important 
Russian objective than Finland. And while 
Finland is a long way off, and ostensibly 
there is little connection between 
them, 
actually the manner in which Fenland has 
stalled off Moscow was causing loss 
of 
prestige in the Balkans. In other words, 
Roumania was wondering whether Russia 
really meant business, and whether she in 
turn, couldn’t out-maneuver Stalin just as 
Finland seemed to be doing. 
This loss of prestige was what finally 
induced Stalin to act, according to intelli­ 
gence reports coming out of Moscow*. Ap­ 
parently, he figured that it was better to 
make such a vigorous example of Finland 
that Roumania and other 
Balkan 
objec­ 
tives would yield without war. 
One group in the Soviet 
inner 
circle 
wanted to wait until Communist agitation 
inside Finland was so 
active 
that 
the 
country could be shaken into the Russian 
lap like a ripe plum, without a struggle. 
This policy was being pursued. But Stalin 
got impatient and decided that the Balkan 
program would have to be speeded up. 
— FINNISH NOTES— 
Reason the Swedes, despite 
neighborly 
distress, don’t do something to help Fin­ 
land, is fear of Germany. Hitler long has 
had his eyes on Sweden’s 
famous 
iron 
mines, and would like nothing better than 
an excuse lo move in on them. 
The British, as usual, were wrong about 
Russia. Up until the last 
minute 
they 
were convinced Stalin would not move in 
on Finland. Our State Department, relying 
upon British information, thought so too. 
— GOVERNMENT ECONOMY— 
Earnest, economy-minded Henry 
Mor- 
genthau insists that all members of 
his 
Treasury Department use his Coast Guard 
radio in sending government 
telegrams. 
However, Henry’s economy on 
a 
recent 
$3.24 telegram will cost the Government 
just about $2,000,000. 
All this happened when Roosevelt 
re­ 
moved the quotas on sugar, thereby 
in­ 
creasing the tariff from ninety cents 
to 
$1.50. The announcement was 
carefully 
timed for late in the afternoon, when 
all 
customs offices would be closed, so no one 
could rush sugar through some uninform­ 
ed customs house at the old 90 cent tar­ 
iff. 
By next morning, the Treasury figured, 
all sugar importers and all customs house:* 
would know of the tariff increase, and it 
would be applied uniformly. However, Sec­ 
retary Morgenthau’s economy upset 
this 
plan. F’or the telegram from Washington 
to New York, sent by Coast Guard radio 
on the afternoon of Sept. l l did not reach 
the Customs House in New 
York 
until 
arpund noon Sept. 12. 
The Coast Guard 
now 
blames 
naval 
radio for the delay. The Navy handles all 
Coast Guard messages, and apparently tho 
Navy didn’t think the message urgent, so 
put a lot of routine naval messages ahead 
of it. Anyway, the telegram took about IG 
hours getting to New York. 
Meanwhile the Collector of Customs iii 
New York, having read about the 
tariff 
increase in the papers, frantically awaited 
the telegram. 
Finally, at about 10:30, he telephoned 
Washington and had the telegram read to 
him. However, regulations make customs 
offices await the receipt of telegraphic or­ 
ders before raising the tariff, so although 
the telegram was read over the phone at 
10:30, it was not actually received in New 
York until 12:54 noon Sept. 12. So it was 
at exactly 12:64 that the tariff was 
in­ 
creased from 90 cents to $1.50. 
Meanwhile sugar dealers were dumping 
sugar in New York at the old tariff rate of 
9 0 cents. And they dumped so much be­ 
fore 12:54 noon that the Government lost 
around $2,000,000.

known 
throughout the dlstrict. 
died Sunday noou at h li home, 
974 South Los Róbeles, Pasadena, 
Calif. 


In eharg» of the mill operations 
at Foster City from 1889 to 1915, 
when he left for California, Mr. 
Pierce was prominently associated 
with 
the 
early development of 
that once thriving lumbering com 
munity, and was active also In 
the political and civic life of the 
county. 


Mr. Plerci» was born November 
20, 186S. In Milwaukee. 
He at* 
tended the public schools there 
and was graduated from the Spen- 
ccrian 
Business 
college 
when 
about 21 years of age. 
Shortly 
thereafter he accepted a banking 
position In Oshkosh, and remained 
there until 1889, when the Mor­ 
gan Cedar and Lumber company 
bought out the interests of A. L. 
Foster, at Foster City. Mr. Plorce 
wss offered the superintendency 
of the mil! at Foster City and ac- 
ccptcd. 


rnrrhásed More Timber 


Foster City was then one of the 
most thriving lumbering districts 
in upper Michigan. 
Shortly be­ 
fore Mr. Pierce's arrival the com­ 
pany 
purchased 
several million 
feet of white pint lumber from 
Homes and Son, who had operated 
over a wide area north of the 
community. 


The timber w ai boomed to the 
Foster City mill, and under Mr. 
Pierce's direction, new equipment 
was Installed and the mill expand­ 
ed to handle the Increased produc­ 
tion. 
For many years thereafter 
Foster 
City 
remained an active 
lumbering center, until operations 
were shut down In 1926.

German Revolution 
Has Arrived - Villard

The 
Hague — "Make no mis­ 
take," one of the most 
brilliant 
German women 
who 
has 
long 
known Adolf Hitler well said the 
other day. "what we are witness­ 
ing here is something 
that 
far 
transcends the fate of the Nation­ 
al Socialist Party, or of Germany 
alone. It is a miighty convulsion of 
all society, comparable only 
to 
the French Revolution, and in my 
Judgment it will go on until the 
lot of the European laborer 
is 
everywhere changed and bettered. 
H itlsr himself Is only a medium. 1 
am not sure that the Nasls as 
a 
party have not already shot their 
bolt. But the levelling process of 
this revolution will go on and can­ 
not be stopped. This war. 1 
be­ 
lieve, w ill not come to pass, but If 
it does, the speed of the changes 
we are witnessing w ill be increas­ 
ed and not delayed." 


She then added that the coming 
together of Germany and Russia 
was precisely what was to be e i- 
pected. that those two elemental 
forces are exactly akin; still she 
felt that after it was all 
over 
there would be enough of a 
re­ 
action to assure the continuance 
of a gentle form of society, with 
time for leisure, and 
means for 
the cultivation of the arts and the 
politer aspects of life. 


There is much to be 
said 
for 
this viewpoint. Certainly one can­ 
not be in Germany long without 
seeing that a tremendous 
power 
Is at work. It felt It 
almost 
as 
soon as I had gone 
beyond 
the 
Dutch frontier, 
for 
there 
was 
every evidence of a great growth 
of Industrial activity. We crossed 
new roads and a great new canal 
and paaaed obviously new factor­ 
ies—-one of them 
Hitler's 
new 
**Volksauto," 
(People’s 
Auto) 
plant, atlll far 
from 
complete, 
which aeemed to stretch on 
for 
miles. 


Beriin Made Over 


Berlin Itself showed more clear­ 
ly than anything else the tremen­ 
dous creative urge of the 
Nazi 
revolution; the capital 
Is 
being 
tom down and rebuilt and 
some 
remarkable results 
arc 
being 
achieved. 
Anne 
0 ‘Hare McCor­ 
mick. in one of her articles, 
ex­ 
pressed the bewilderment she felt 
in trying to find out what 
man. 
or men. was behind all this, and 
In being unable to do so. I have 
come to the conclusion that it is 
a masa achievement, even though 
Hitler himself did decide that Ber­ 
lin should be rebuilt and call in 
some 
of the best architects and 
craftsmen to put the Job through. 
I have never had a similar feeling 
alMut any of the achievements of 
the New Deal. 


But here is Berlin being made 
over, and In record time. The ar­ 
chitecture Is neither striking, nor 
bluarre; Hitler himself has 
de­ 
creed the end of ail 
modernistic 
building trends. Some of the ef­ 
fects are very fine, 
as 
in 
the 
Obmplc Stadium In Berlin 
and 
the vast parade grounds and ata- 
dia In Nuremberg. The effect 
of 
the vast iiie of these 
structures 


and grounds is tremendous. 
Yet 
there is no sense there that this Is 
the expression of unleashed ele­ 
mental forces, only of 
a 
great 
power at work, a power, 
unfor­ 
tunately, that has progressed over 
the bodies and souls of Innum 
erable human beings— a Jugger 
naut as ruthless as any ever seen 
In India— that Is as inimical 
to 
culture aa to everything that An- 
glo-Saxons think worth while in 
life. It Is easy to regard It as but 
another phase of a 
tremendous 
human overturn which began on 
August 1. 1914. the end of which 
no man can foresee. 


My friend was right. The Rus­ 
sians and the 
Germans 
of 
the 
Nazis should come together. Eco­ 
nomists have long 
pointed 
out 
that the 
twlligbt-sone 
between 
these two totalitarian systems was 
steadily decreasing. 
Both 
have 
been alike from the start In their 
blood-thirstiness, the crass brutal­ 
ity of their 
pom'er, 
their 
utter 
ruthlessness. Nazi Germany 
has 
not built such great cities as Mag- 
netogorsk, nor such great water 
power plants as have 
the 
Rus­ 
sians, but the need for them was 
not there. 


Russian Policy Immoral 


Now 
that the Russian foreign 
policy has become exactly as Im­ 
moral, as murderous, as hostile to 
International decency as that 
of 
Hitler’s Germany, their similarity 
becomes still more apparent. The 
very language of the utterances of 
the 
new Imperialism of Molotov 
and Stalin Is so exactly that 
of 
Berlin that one wonders whether 
the Nazi writers of State papers 
and speeches have not moved to 
Moscow, or whether In the Krem­ 
lin they are merely the most faith­ 
ful of copyists. 


Moreover, the aspect 
of 
Ger­ 
man humanity has changed. 
The 
proleurlarlsing process was plain­ 
ly at work when I was last In Ber­ 
lin In 1981. But now I found my­ 
self involunUrily gasping 
again 
and again as I walked the streets, 
saying to myself: "This Is Russia, 
and not Berlin!" The shabbiness 
of the clothing suggests It 
and 
so does the drabness of life, 
the 
high boots worn by so many wom­ 
en, the pale, unhealthy color, as 
well as the 
dowdlness 
of 
the 
maases. It has l>een 
a 
levelling 
down, not up— so far. Of course. 
I did not go where the rich and 
well-to-do still congregate — If 
they do; I saw none of the 
gor­ 
geous, colorful, 
banner-flaunting 
Nazi ceremonies. I only know that 
1 found myself rather 
in 
sym­ 
pathy with a life-long friend who 
said to m e when I declared that 
German Communism 
would 
be 
complete In five years: "What are 
yea saying? It Is here now." 


W ell, it will be there soon 
if 
the Hitler of Germany continues. 
They have started a great totali­ 
tarian 
economic 
machine 
and 


the Shrine. 
He regularly attend­ 
ed the meetings of the Blue Lodge 
of Masons and of the coordinate 
bodlea here and elsewhere In the 
peninsula.

Former Foster City Lum­ 
berman Dies In 
Pasadena 


Robert 
William 
Pierce, 
Jr., 
aged 74, former superintendent of 
the Morgan Lumber and Cedar 
company, of Poster City, and well 
known 
throughout 
the district, 
died Sunday noon at his home, 
974 8outh Los Robeles, Pasadena, 
Calif. 
In charge of the mill operations 
at Foster City from 1889 to 1925, 
when he left for California, Mr. 
Pierce was prominently associated 
with 
the 
early development of 
that once thriving lumbering com­ 
munity, and was active also in 
the political and civic life of the 
county. 
Mr. Pierce was born November 
20, 1865, in Milwaukee. 
He at­ 
tended the public schools there 
and was graduated from the Spen­ 
cerian 
Business 
college 
when 
about 21 years of age. 
Shortly 
thereafter he accepted a banking 
position in Oshkosh, and remained 
there until 1889, when the Mor­ 
gan Cedar and Lumber company 
bought out the interests of A. L. 
Foster, at Foster City. Mr. Pierce 
was offered the superintendency 
of the mill at Foster City and ac­ 
cepted. 
Purchased More Timber 
Foster City was then one of the 
most thriving lumbering districts 
in upper Michigan. 
Shortly be­ 
fore Mr. Pierce’s arrival the com­ 
pany 
purchased 
several million 
feet of white pine lumber from 
Homes and Son, who had operated 
over a wide area north of the 
community. 
The timber was boomed to the 
Foster City mill, and under Mr. 
Pierce’s direction, new equipment 
was installed and the mill expand­ 
ed to handle the increased produc­ 
tion. 
For many years thereafter 
Foster 
City 
remained an active 
lumbering center, until operations 
were shut down in 1925. 
Old timers 
recall the annual 
"drives” on the East Branch of 
the Sturgeon river to the Foster 
City mill, in the days when the 
lumberjacks 
"ruled 
the 
roost” 
made their own laws to fit the 
trend of that roisterous era. 
Understanding "Boss” 
Mr. Pierce is remembered as a 
liberal and understanding "boss,” 
who commanded the respect of his 
men and the community. 
He was 
stern when the occasion demand­ 
ed, but joined heartily in the cele­ 
brations when the drive was in, 
and 
the 
lumber was humming 
through the mill. 
A son of R. W. Pierce, Sr., often 
credited 
with 
being 
the 
first 
manufacturer 
of 
"home made” 
matches in the west, and himself 
a lumber man of pioneer days. 
Mr. 
Pierce 
learned his ‘trade” 
from 
the 
ground up— and the 
hard way. 
Always active in civie affairs, 
he was at one time the Dickinson 
county director of the Upper Pen­ 
insula Development bureau; a di­ 
rector of the First National bank 
of Iron Mountain and participated 
in various moves for the develop­ 
ment of this district and the up­ 
per peninsula generally. 
As a di­ 
rector of the development bureau 
he was particularly interested in 
the growth of the tourist trade. 
Mr. Pierce left here to locate 
near 
his 
brother, Edward, who 
operated a fruit ranch near Los 
Angeles. 
Shortly after arriving 
in the west, Mr. Pierce and his 
son established a wholesale lum­ 
bering business in Los Angeles. 
They maintained their home at 
Pasadena, only eight miles dis­ 
tant. 
Their lumber yards served the 
retail building trade for a wide 
area. 
Despite 
persistent 
labor 
trouble— during which, at times, 
not a foot of lumber remained in 
the yard— Mr. Pearce and his son 
successfully maintained the busi­ 
ness for several years. 
Besides the widow, now resid­ 
ing 
in 
Pasadena, and son, one 
grandchild survives. 
She is Peg­ 
gy Pierce, who attends the Uni­ 
versity of Los Angeles. 
Mr. Pierce was a 82nd degree 
Mason, 
and

member of the

German Revolution 
Has Arrived - Villard

The 
Hague — "Make no mis­ 
take,” one of the most 
brilliant 
German women 
who 
has 
long 
known Adolf Hitler well said the 
other day, "what we are witness­ 
ing here is something 
that 
far 
transcends the fate of the Nation­ 
al Socialist Party, or of Germany 
alone. It is a mighty convulsion of 
all society, comparable only 
to 
the French Revolution, and in my 
judgment it will go on until the 
lot of the European laborer 
is 
everywhere changed and bettered. 
Hitler himself is only a medium. I 
am not sure that the Nazis as 
a 
party have not already shot their 
bolt. But the levelling process of 
this revolution will go on and can­ 
not be stopped. This war. I 
be­ 
lieve, will not come to pass, but if 
it does, the speed of the changes 
we are witnessing will be increas­ 
ed and not delayed.” 
She then added that the coming 
together of Germany and Russia 
was precisely what was to be ex­ 
pected, that those two elemental 
forces are exactly akin; still she 
felt that after It was all 
over 
there would be enough of a 
re­ 
action to assure the continuance 
of a gentle form of society, with 
time for leisure, and 
means 
for 
the cultivation of the arts and the 
politer aspects of life. 
There Is much to be 
said 
for 
this viewpoint. Certainly one can­ 
not be In Germany long without 
seeing that a tremendous 
power 
Is at work. It felt it 
almost 
as 
soon as I had gone 
beyond 
the 
Dutch frontier, 
for 
there 
was 
every evidence of a great growth 
of industrial activity. We crossed 
new roads and a great new canal 
and passed obviously new factor­ 
ies— one of them 
Hitler’s 
new 
"Volksauto,” 
(People’s 
Auto) 
plant, still far 
from 
complete, 
which seemed to stretch on 
for 
miles. 
Berlin Made Over 
Berlin itself showed more clear­ 
ly than anything else the tremen­ 
dous creative urge of 
the 
Nazi 
revolution; the capital 
is 
being 
torn down and rebuilt and 
some 
remarkable results 
are 
being 
achieved. 
Anne 
O’Hare McCor­ 
mick, in one of her articles, 
ex­ 
pressed the bewilderment she felt 
in trying to find out what 
man, 
or men, was behind all this, and 
in being unable to do so. I have 
come to the conclusion that it is 
a mass achievement, even though 
Hitler himself did decide that Ber­ 
lin should be rebuilt and call in 
some 
of the best architects and 
craftsmen to put the job through. 
I have never had a similar feeling 
about any of the achievements of 
the New Deal. 
But here is Berlin being made 
over, and in record time. The ar­ 
chitecture is neither striking, nor 
bizzarre; Hitler himself has 
de­ 
creed the end of all 
modernistic 
building trends. Some of the ef­ 
fects are very fine, 
as 
in 
the 
Olympic Stadium in Berlin 
and 
the vast parade grounds and sta­ 
dia in Nuremberg. The effect 
of 
the vast size of these 
structures

and grounds is tremendous. 
Yet 
there is no sense there that this is

naut as ruthless as any ever seen 
in India— that is as Inimical 
to

My friend was right. The Rus­

steadily decreasing. 
Both 
have 
been alike from the start in their 
blood-thirstiness, the crass brutal­ 
ity of their 
power, 
their 
utter 
ruthlessness. Nazi Germany 
has 
not built such great cities as Mag- 
netogorsk, nor such great water 
power plants as have 
the 
Rus­ 
sians, but the need for them 
was 
not there. 
Russian Policy Immoral 
Now 
that the Russian foreign 
policy has become exactly as im­ 
moral, as murderous, as hostile to 
international decency as that 
of 
Hitler’s Germany, their similarity 
becomes still more apparent. The 
very language of the utterances of 
the 
new imperialism of Molotov 
and Stalin is so exactly that 
of 
Berlin that one wonders whether 
the Nazi writers of State papers 
and speeches have not moved to 
Moscow, or whether in the Krem­ 
lin they are merely the most faith­ 
ful of copyists. 
Moreover, the aspect 
of 
Ger­ 
man humanity has changed. 
The 
proletarlarislng process was plain­ 
ly at work when I was last in Ber­ 
lin in 1931. But now I found my­ 
self involuntarily gasping 
again 
and again as I walked the streets, 
saying to myself: “This is Russia, 
and not Berlin!” The shabbiness 
of the clothing suggests it 
and 
so does the drabness of life, 
the 
high boots worn by so many wom­ 
en, the pale, unhealthy color, as 
well as the 
dowdiness 
of 
the 
masses. It has been 
a 
levelling 
down, not up— so far. Of course, 
I did not go where the rich and 
well-to-do still congregate — if 
they do; I saw none of the 
gor­ 
geous, colorful, 
banner-flaunting 
Nazi ceremonies. I only know that 
I found myself rather 
in 
sym­ 
pathy with a life-long friend who 
said to me when I declared that 
German Communism 
would 
be 
complete in five years: "W hat are 
you saying? It Is here now.” 
Well, It will be there soon 
lf 
the Hitler of Germany continues. 
They have started a great totali­ 
tarian 
economic 
machine

Thursday, 
when Commissioner Landis him­ 
self will be on hand. But most of 
the clubs in the majors were ex­ 
pected to be guided by the senti­ 
ment 
of 
the 
minora and there 
seemed no doubt that all 
of 
to­ 
day’s 
amendments w’ould bo in­ 
corporated promptly into the ma­ 
jor-minor agreements. 


No Stop for liuncli 


Roughly, the rules passed today 
affecting Landis fell 
into 
three 
classifications: 


1— Restrictions on 
an 
entire 
farm system in player transfers 
where the rules restrict only one 
club were removed.

Hitler bartered the liberty of the 
Baltic peoples for a free hand in 
his attack on Poland. 


"In the face of these events we 


have an increasing awareness of 
the perils that, threaten European 
society as a direct consequence.of 
German policy," Halifax said. 


"I have heard it suggested," he 


continued, "that an immediate 
peace on almost any terms would 
be desirable in order to save west- 
ern civilization from worse perils. 
I think that view is 
short-sight- 


ed."Halifax said that Britain would 
not consent to a peace until there 
was evidence that 
the German 


government was willing to accept 
terms in line with Britain's war 
aim of ending "the fear of aggres- 
sion in Europe."

Saarlouis, whose streets have frequent- 


ly echoed the boom of belligerent guns in 
the .Saar District, is one of Europe's bor- 
der towns which has been passed back and 
forth through the centuries between war- 
ring powers, according to a bulletin from 
the National Geographic Society. 


Since the 1935 plebiscite which return- 


ed the Saar to Germany, Saarlouis 
has 


been known also by the German name of 
Saarlautern, says the bulletin. In the- pres- 
ent war, French forces for a time occupied 
portions of the Saar, close to Saarlouis. 
l^ater they voluntarily abandoned most of 
their gains, except for certain strategic 
forests and hills which guard 
the 
ap- 


proaches to the French city of Korbach, 
about 12 miles southeast of Saarlouis. 
It 


is around this area that recent engage- 
ments have been reported. 


—FRENCH KOt'XDED CITY— 


Soon after the French King Louis XIV 


'ounded the city in 1680. Saarlouis became 
in important fortress town through 
the 


works there of the French military engi- 
neers. 


Because of its French origin and con- 


nections, it remained in the possession of 
France when the rest of the Saar region 
was turned over to the Germans in 1695. 
t was not until after the defeat of Napo- 
eon that this whole district, 
including 


Saarlouis, was taken over by the Allies, tc 
be transferred in 1815 
to 
the German 


states of Prussia and Bavaria. 


During the World War, German infan- 


try, artillery, and cavalry stationed there 
made the city an important military post. 
On December 1, 1919, when Allied troops 
entered Germany, Saarlouis was occupied 
briefly by French forces. 


Subsequently, under the terms of 
the 


Versailles Treaty, Saarlouis, along 
with 


the rest of the Saar, was for 15 years gov- 
erned by a League of Nations Commission. 
The plebiscite of 1935, offering a choice 
of continuance of the League status, join- 
ing France, or reunion with Germany, re- 
sulted in an overwhelming 
majority 
ia 


favor of incorporation within the Reich.

tion from Moscow indicates that the sud- 
den attack on F.inland 
was 
motivated 


primarily by the situation in the Balkan* 
—especially Roumania. 


Secretly Koumania is a more important 


Russian objective than Finland. And while 
Finland is a long way off. and ostensibly 
there is little connection between 
them, 


actually the manner in which Finland has 
stalled off Moscow was causing loss of 
prestige in the Balkans. In other words, 
Roumania was wondering whether Russia 
really meant business, and whether she in 
turn, couldn't out-maneuver Stalin just as 
Finland seemed to be doing. 


This loss of prestige was what finally 


induced Stalin to act, according to intelli- 
gence reports coming out of Moscow. Ap- 
parently, he figured that it was better to 
make such a vigorous example of Finland 
that Roumania and other Balkan 
objec- 


tives would yield without war. 


One group in the Soviet 
inner 
circle 


wanted to wait until Communist agitation 
uside Finland was so active 
that 
the 


country could be shaken into the Russian 
ftp like a ripe plum, without a struggle. 
This policy was being pursued. But Stalin 
got impatient and decided that the Balkan 
program -would have to be speeded up.

radio for the delay. The Navy handles all 
Coast Guard messages, and apparently the 
Navy didn't think the message urgent, so 
put a lot of routine naval messages ahead 
of It. Anyway, the telegram took about 1G 
hours getting to New York. 


Meanwhile the Collector of Customs in 


New York, having read about the 
tariff 


increase in the papers, frantically awaited 
the telegram. 


Finally, at about 10:30, he telephoned 


Washington aud had the telegram read to 
him. However, regulations make customs 
offices await the receipt of telegraphic or- 
ders before raising the tariff, so although 
the telegram was read over the phone at 
10:30, it was not actually received in New 
York until 12:54 noon Sept. 12. So it was 
at exactly 12:54'that the tariff was in- 
creased from 90 cents to 51.50.
